HOKMAL  DEPARTMENT. 


The  instruction  in  this  department  will  be  confined  almost 
entirely  to  the  English  Branches,  the  great  object  being  to  send 
out  teachers  fitted  in  every  respect  to  teach  the  schools  of  our 
State.  Every  eft'ort  will  be  made  to  secure  thorough  study 
and  accurate  knowledgC'of  the  English  tongue.  To  be  thor- 
oughly prepared  the  teacher  must  master  not  only  matter  but 
method.  Normal  students  will  be  required  from  time  to  time 
to  take  charge  of  classes  in  order  to  learn  to  do  by  doing. 

Admission  to  either  of  this  course  shall  be  by  diploma 
from  the  Common  Schools,  or  on  examination  equivalent  to 
the  test  for  graduation  from  the  Common  Schools,  but  the 
faculty  of  any  school  shall  be  authorized  to  receive,  as  pre- 
scribed by  the  Board  of  Regents,  such  students  as  they  may 
see  proper,  who  are  not  prepared  to  enter  these  regular  courses, 
and  shall  classify  them  as  Preparatory  Students.  The  course 
of  study  ff»r  Preparatory  students  shall  be  that  of  the  Upper 
Grade  of  the  Course  for  Common  Schools,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  the  faculty  may  prescribe. 

This  course  is  intended  to  embr/tce  three  years — Junior, 
Middle  and  Senior;  and  upon  the  completion  of  the  Senior 
Course  and  an  examination,  equal  at  least  to  seventy-five  per 
cent,  of  the  questions  asked  upon  the  studies  of  the  same,  the  , 
Board  of  Regents  will  confer  upon  the  candidate  a  Diploma, 
with  the  title  of  Normal  Graduate.  It  is  made  requisite  to  a 
diploma  that  the  student  shall  have  good  moral  habits,  good 
literary  habits,  a  maturity  of  judgment,  and  other  personal 
accomplishments  essential  to  give  popular,  social  and  school 
success  to  the  teacher. 

The  object  of  Free  Schools  is  to  make  the  youth  of  our  coun- 
try honorable  and  virtuous  citizens,  and  for  this  work  teachers 
should  have  special  training.  This  Normal  School  is  open  to 
aid  young  men  and  women  in  this  peculiar  self -preparation, 
and  it  is  expected  that  all  who  graduate  have  attained  commend- 
able proficiency  in  this  direction.

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ACADEMIC  DEPARTMENT. 


This  Department  was  added  by  the  Board  of  Regents  in 
1885,  and  is  intended  to  prepare  students  for  a  regular  college 
course  and  to  fit  them  to  enter  the  State  University  of  West 
Virginia. 

The  studies  of  this  Department  may  be  taken  as  a  special 
course,  or  they  may  be  carried  along  with  the  Normal  Course 
when  they  do  not  interfere  with  it,  as  all  the  studies  except  the 
Latin  and  Greek  are  in  the  Normal  Course. 

The  Principal  is  authorized  to  issue  to  the  student  complet- 
ing this  course  a  certificate;  which  will  be  received  at  the  State 
Unversity  as  equivalent  to  its  Preparatory  Course,  in  accord- 
ance with  a  resolution  to  that  efi'ect  passed  by  the  Regents  of 
the  University.

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ART  DEPARTMENT. 


In  this  Department  instruction  is  given  in  vocal  and  instru- 
mental Music,  French  and  Art  Embroidery. 

Superior  advantages  are  offered  in  these  branches,  progress- 
ive and  practical  methods  being  employed  and  every  facility 
offered  to  aid  the  student  in  the  work. 

In  music  such  technical  exercises  are  given  as  will  develop 
and  streno^then  the  ff nosers  and  insure  a  correct  and  clean  exe- 
cution,  while  the  studies  and  compositions  are  ^carefully  se- 
lected with  a  view  to  awakening  and  stimulating  good  taste 
in  the  pupil. 

Since  no  successful  advancement  can  bo  made  until  the  pupil 
is  well  grounded  in  ffrst  principles,  special  attention  is  given 
to  elementary  instruction  and  the  constant  aim  is  to  lead  the 
pupil  by  thorough  and  systematic  instruction  to  an  under- 
standing and  appreciation  of  the  best  nuisic  and  the  proper 
execution  of  the  same. 

This  course  will  require  four  years  for  completion.  Should 
the  pupil  possess  marked  talent  and  great  energy,  it  may  be 
finished  in  less  time.

Studies  of  Heller,  Czerney,  Berens,  Kohler,  Kiillak's  octave 
school,  and  advanced  studies  of  Beethoven,  Schuman,  Chopin, 
Haydn  and  Liszt. 


Lessons  in  Theory  will  be  given  for  which  there  will  be  no 
extra  charge. 

The  school  year  will  be  divided  into  four  quarters  of  two  and 
one  half  months  each. 

One  half  the  tuition  must  be  paid  at  the  middle,  the  other 
half  at  the  end  of  the  quarter. 

No  deduction  will  be  made  on  account  of  absence,  except  in 
case  of  sickness,  when  the  loss  will  be  shared  equally  between 
student  and  teacher. 

Pupils  will  be  charged  from  beginning  of  quarter  unless 
special  arrangements  are  made  to  the  contrary. 

In  the  Vocal  Department,  Musical  Technics,  Correct  Vocal- 
ization, Sight  Reading  and  Theory,  and  Practice  are  thorough- 
ly taught.    Special  attention  given  to  sight  reading.

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ORIGIN  OF  THE  SCHOOL. 


Shepherd  Colleo-e  was  opened  September,  ISTl,  as  a  classieal 
and  Scientitic  School. 

Fel)ruary  27,  1872,  the  Legislature  passed  an  act  establish- 
ing a  Branch  State  Normal  School  in  the  College.  The  school 
was  organized,  by  the  Regents,  November  21,  1872;  but  owing 
to  changes  in  the  law,  the  Normal  work  was  not  successfully 
begun  until  September  7,  1873.  It  closes  its  twenty-second  year 
with  the  earnest  of  a  useful,  prosperous  future,  and  the  deter- 
mination on  the  part  of  the  regents,  patrons  and  teachers  to 
make  it  "Second  to  none"  in  the  State. 

Location. 

Shepherdstown  is  situated  on  the  right  Irnnk  of  the  Potomac 
river.  It  is  about  ten  miles  from  Martinsburg  and  the  same 
distance  from  Harper's  Ferry.  The  Norfolk  and  Western  R. 
R.  passes  through  the  town-,  and  makes  connection  with  the 
main  line  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  R.  R.  at  Shenandouh 
Junction,  six  miles  south  of  Shepherdstown. 

The  grand  and  picturesque  mountain  and  river  scenery  of 
the  surrounding  country  and  the  various  places  of  historic  in- 
terest within  a  radius  of  a  few  miles,  make  the  town  a  beauti- 
ful and  interesting  home  for  the  student.  The  citizens  are 
noted  for  their  hospitality  and  culture  and  are  dee[)ly  inter 
ested  in  the  welfare  of  the  school.    Population  1,700. 

Buildings. 

The  handsome  and  substantial  ])uilding  stands  on  an  eminence 
near  the  center  of  the  town.  The  main  l)uilding  was  erected 
by  the  late  Mr.  R.  D.  Shepherd  of  this  vicinity,  later  v/ings 
were  added  and  the  whole  building  valued  at  $30,000.  Mr. 
Shepherd  I>rooks,  of  Boston,  grandson  of  the  late  R.  D. 
Shepherd,  has  generously  donated,  to  the  trustees,  the  use  of 
these  buildings  for  school  ])urposes.  Under  the  wise  and  skill- 
ful direction  of  the  Executive  Committee  the  ljuilding  and 
grounds  are  becoming  more  attractive  each  year. 

Within  the  past  year  the  Music  Rooms  have  l)cen  artistic- 
ally fitted  up;  a  Reading  Room  furnished  and  its  taldes  sup- 
plied with  the  best  literature  of  the  da3^    The  effect  of  this 
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valuable  aid  to  education  has  been  felt  and  appreciated  by  both 
teachers  and  students. 

A  tine  library  is  now  owned  by  the  college.  The  students 
have  access  to  these  books.  Every  effort  is  made  to  induce 
students  to  read.  The  Faculty  feel  encouraged  in  their  efforts 
in  that  direction.    The  building  is  heated  by  hot  water. 

The  Work  of  the  Normal. 

The  design  of  the  Normal  School  is  to  prepare  thorough, 
practical,  conscientious  teachers  for  the  schools  of  the  State 
and  students  for  a  higher  education. 

This  is  done: 

1.  By  giving  thorough  instruction  in  all  the  branches 
taught  in  the  State. 

2.  By  giving  instruction  in  the  theory  and  practice  of 
teaching. 

3.  By  giving  those  who  desire  it,  instruction  in  Ancient  and. 
Modern  Languages;  the  Sciences;  Higher  Mathematics;  and 
Music. 

Satisfactory  evidence  of  the  success  of  this  work  is  in  the 
fact  that  a  majority  of  the  schools  of  this  section  are  taught  ])y 
Normal  (xraduates  who  have  proven  themselves  eminently  htted 
for  their  high  calling. 

Moral  Culture. 

The  school  is  a  State  institution,  therefore  non-sectarian. 
There  are  seven  churches  in  the  town,  and  students  are  cor- 
dially welcouied  to  their  regular  services  and  Sunday  Schools. 

The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  also  an  active  and  interested  ai^entamonp- 
the  young  people  of  the  College.  Students  are  required  to 
attend  devotional  exercises  held  each  morning  in  Chapel  Hall. 
The  school  is  greatly  indebted  to  the  ministers  of  the  town  for 
their  kindness  in  frequently  conducting  those  exercises. 

Government. 

Self  Goverinnerit^  strengthened  and  directed  by  older  and 
wiser  heads,  is  the  government  of  the  school.  Students  {j,re 
required  to  act  promptly,  obey  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
S(;hool,  and  conduct  themselves,  under  all  circumstances,  as 
ladies  and  gentlemen;  \mi  they  are  led  to  do  these  things  from 
a  sense  of  right,  rather  than  that  of  obligation.  The  aim  of 
the  government  is  to  inculcate  principles  of  right-living  and 
self-control,  and  there! )y  develop  the  true  man  and  woman, 
and  worthy  citizen.

Examinations. 

p]xaminations  on  all  the  studies  are  held  at  the  close  of  each 
term.  These  examinations  are  conducted  by  the  teachers  in 
their  respective  departments,  and  will  be  either  written  or 
oral,  or  both  combined.  Wilful  absence  from  these  will  not 
be  tolerated,  and  no  student  can  advance  without  passino;  sat- 
isfactory examinations  in  all  the  branches  of  his  o-rade. 

Reports  of  the  progress,  conduct  and  attendance  of  the 
students  will  l)e  sent  regularly  to  the  parents  or  gaardians, 
and  they  are  requested  to  examine  carefully  their  reports,  and 
report  to  the  Principal  that  they  have  been  received. 

Literary  Societies. 

The  Parthenian  and  Ciceronian  Literary  Societies  afford 
s]:)ecial  advantages  in  Composition,  Reading,  Declamation,  Ora- 
tion, Debate  and  Parliamentary  Ruling.  These  are  nil  re- 
quired in  the  regular  course.  It,  therefore,  becomes  the  duty 
of  every  student,  entering  college,  to  connect  himself  with 
one  of  the  societies  and  become  an  active  member.  The  exer- 
cises are  under  the  personal  direction  of  the  Faculty. 

To  Parents  and  Guardians. 

We  earnestly  ask  the  co-operation  of  parents  and  guardians 
in  securing  the  very  l)est  results  for  the  cominof  year.  The 
teacher  may  guard  the  students  against  error,  he  may  point 
out  the  way  of  right  and  duty;  ))ut  without  the  earnest  co 
operation  and  vigilant  care  of  those  more  closely  related  to 
that  student,  his  efforts  will,  toe)  often^  fail.  Self  actielt y  and 
indaMry  on  the  part  of  the  student  U  necessary  and  icatcJiftd^ 
interested  care  on  the  part  of  })arent  or  guardian  is  jast  as 
essential  to  the  ultimate  success  of  that  student.  See,  then, 
that  your  cldld  be  regular  and  ])unctual  in  attendance;  that  he 
spends  a  reasonahle  amount  of  time  in  the  preparation  of  his 
school  work;  that  he  is  }^]-ovided  with  funds  to  pay  promptly 
all  necessary  expenses;  that  he  ])rings  home  his  report  at  the 
close  of  each  term,  and  if  said  report  is  not  satisfac;tory,  didi- 
gentty  inquire  into  the  cause  thereof,  and  viijoroasly  second  the 
teachers'  efforts  to  raise  that  standing. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact,  that  all  exercises  bepin 
promptly  on  the  day  stated  in  the  Calejidar. 

Admissson. 

To  enter  the  Mormal  Department,  as  a  State  Normal  Pupil, 
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the  applicant,  if  a  male,  must  be  fom'teen  years  of  age,  if  a 
female,  thirteen. 

All  applicants  must  pass  an  examination  in  reading,  spell- 
ing, arithmetic,  geography,  and  first  lessons  in  English  gram- 
mar. 

Such  pupils  are  admitted  free  of  tuition,  on  condition  that 
they  teach,  after  graduation,  one  year  in  the  free  schools  of 
this  State,  at  the  usual  compensation.  Application  for  Nor- 
mal appointments  should  be  made  to  the  Superintendent  of  the 
county  in  which  the  applicant  resides;  l)ut  if  the  quota  of  the 
county  if  fall,  application  should  be  made  to  the  Principal  of 
the  school  which  the  applicant  desires  to  attend.

No  deduction  will  be 
made  for  a  fraction  of  a  month,  except  in  cases  extending  over 
a  month,  and  for  suspension  or  expulsion.  State  Normal 
pupils  enter  free  of  charge  for  tuition  and  use  of  library  and 
apparatus,  but  are  required  to  pay  '"^1  per  tei-m  incidental  fee. 

Board  can  1)e  had  in  private  families  from  !|2.50  to.  $3. 50  per 
week. 

Normal  Diplomas. 

To  receive  a  Normal  Di[)loma,  the  student  must  complete  the 
full  Normal  Course,  and  pass  an  examination  on  the  same 
equal  to  seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  questions  asked.  These 
di})lomas  are  equivalent  to  number  one  certiticates,  after  the 
holder  has  taught  three  years  \mder  a  number  one  county  cer- 
tificate. The  State  Board  of  Examiners  issue  two  classes  of 
certificates;  first  class  for  twelve  years,  second  class  for  six 
years.  "The  second  class  certificates  shall  be  issued,  upon  ap- 
plication, without  examination,  to  the  graduates  of  the  State 
Normal  School  and  its  l^ranches,  and  of  the  State  University, 
when  said  graduates  shall  have  presented  to  the  Board  satis- 
factory evidence  that  they  have  taught  successfully  three  years 
in  the  State  under  a  number  one  county  certificate,  two  of  said 
three  years  shall  innnediately  precede  the  ai)plication  for  such 
certificate.'"  Such  certificate  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  numl)er 
one  county  certificate  granted  ])y  a  county  board  of  examiners, 
and  shall  be  valid  in  any  school  district  in  the  State. 

The  Alumni  Association. 

All  graduates  of  the  School  are  members  of  this  Association. 
It  has  for  its  objects  the  promotion  of  the  interests  of  the 
Normal  School,  the  perpetuation  of  school-day  friendships, 
and  the  encouragement  of  general  learning  among  its  members. 
Shepherd  College  Alnmni  As-sociation  is  an  active  influential 
body  of  men  and  women,  numbering  about  two  hundred.

13th — Students  are  forbidden  to  visit  all  places  where  intox- 
icating drinks  are  sold  as  a  beverage,  under  the  penalty  of  s  is- 
pension  or  dismission,  as  the  Faculty  may  direct,  with  tiie 
approval  of  the  Executive  Connnittee. 

14th — Pu})ils  shall  not  visit  or  receive  com[)any  during  the 
nights  of  school  days,  after  the  hour  appointed  1)y  the  Faculty 
for  study,  except  by  the  ^vritten  permission  of  their  pare,  its 
or  guardians,  or  by  special  permission  of  some  member  of  nhe 
Faculty,  w^ho  must  make  a  note  of  the  same  and  report  to  the 
Principal. 

15th — The  carrying  of  fire-arms,  or  any  deadly  wea[)on,  is 
strictly  forbidden.  The  violation  of  this  rule  shall  subject 
the  offender  to  the  severest  penalty  of  the  school.  The  play- 
ing of  cards,  or  the  bringing  of  tneni  on  the  school  grounds, 
is  prohil)ited,  and  any  violation  of  this  rule  will  be  })unislied 
by  suspension  or  expulsion,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

l()th — Students  absenting  theinselves  without  permission, 
will  be  required  to  explain  their  absence.  It  shall  bj  the 
duty  of  each  student  to  render  his  or  her  excuse  for  absence, 
as  early  as  i)ossible,  to  the  proper  officer,  (uid  'without  hei >,<j 
called  upon.  If  any  student  shall  n< 'gleet  to  do  this,  and  sh.dl 
suffer  three  days  to  pass  without  rendering  said  excuse,  it  shall 
not  be  received  without  a  s})ecial  vote  of  the  P^aculty. 

ITth — Pupils  who  are  absent  from  recitation  without  excuse, 
shall  be  required  to  recite  said  recitations  upon  their  return  to 
class. 

18th — In  all  cases  where  a  student  attendinof  a  recitation  is 
not  prepared  to  recite,  it  is  his  or  her  duty  to  make  it  knf)\vn 
before  the  conmien cement  of  the  exercise  to  the  Teacher  who 
conducts  it.  Should  he  or  she  fail  to  do  so,  he  cannot  after- 
wards be  excused  on  the  lesson. 

19th — Such  excuses  as  the  following  are  deemed  inadmissi- 
ble, viz:  Not  hearing  the  bell;  not  being  able  to  prepare  the 
lesson;  being  out  late  the  preceding  evening;  writing  letters  or 
preparing  School  or  Society  exercises;  mislaying  books  or  arti- 
cles of  apparel;  interruption  by  students  or  other  visitors.  If 
any  of  the  excuses  are  ever  admitted,  it  nmst  be  beforehand. 
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and  from  some  peculiarity  in  the  circumstances  of  the  case; 

and  In  (jmend  an  excme  is  not  to  he  Tecclved  after  an,  ahsence^ 
vdien  the  student  might  have  apjjlu  d  heforehand  for  leave  of 
absence^  even  though,  the  excuse  in  itself  he  surfficient. 


DISCIPLINE. 


The  method  of  discipline  shall  be: 

1st — Private  admonition  by  the  Princi})al. 

2nd — Admonition  by  the  Faculty. 

3rd — Admonition  before  the  whole  school. 

4th — Suspension. 

5th — Dismission  from  school. 

The  scale  of  demerits  shall  be  for  each  offense,  as  follows: 


Absence  from  roll  call  without  excuse,  .  1 
Absence  from  school  without  excuse,  3 
Absence  from  recitation  without  excuse,  2 
Talking  or  whispering-  in  study  room,  1 
Moving  seat  without  permission,  1 
Leaving  room  without  permission,  3 
Whispering  and  want  of  attention  during  recitation,  1 
Defacing  desks  and  books,  2 
Disobedience  to  instructors  or  violation  of  the  15th  rule,  5 
Improper  or  profane  language,  5 
Loud  talking  and  noise  in  going  to  and  returning  from  recit- 
ation, 2 
Quarreling  or  angry  altercation,  5 


Ten  demerits  in  anyone  month,  to  receive  admonition  from 
the  Principal;  twenty,  from  the  Faculty,  thirty,  to  be  admon- 
ished before  the  school,  and  forty  to  be  reported  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  for  their  action. 
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Striking  in  anger  any  pupil,  except  in  self-defense,  or  in 
resenting  a  gross  insult,  shall  be  punished  by  suspension  or 
expulsion,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Executive  (Joniniittee. 
Striking  a  teacher,  or  conviction  of  felony,  shall  be  punished 
by  expulsion. 

The  commission  of  any  misdemeanor  against  the  law  of  the 
State,  shall  be  punished  by  suspension  on  expulsion  as  the 
Executive  Committee  may  direct. 

In  all  cases  of  expulsion,  an  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Regents 
may  be  taken. 


The  Faculty  and  Their  Duties. 

1st — The  Principal  and  his  assistants  shall  be  known  as  the 
Faculty,  who  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the  Principal. 

2nd — The  Principal,  in  addition  to  his  duties  as  Professor, 
shall  l)e  the  Executive  officer  of  the  school,  and  shall  sign  all 
reports  and  other  official  papers.  He  shall  have  general  super- 
vision over  the  school,  and  shall  assign  to  the  assistant  teachers, 
the  classes  and  studies  which  they  are  to  teach,  and  to  the 
pupils,  the  studies  which  they  are  to  pursue,  and  shall  deter- 
mine what  tests  shall  be  required  to  complete  said  studies. 
He  shall  hx  the  order  and  methods  of  all  examinations,  and 
shall  re(|uire  of  his  assistants,  thatthey  so  manage  their  classes, 
that  the  pupils  may  have  an  opportunity  of  completing  the 
course  in  the  time  prescribed.  He  shall  hx  the  scale  of  grad- 
ing to  be  used  in  the  school,  and  how  often  reports  of  scholar- 
ship in  attendance  shall  be  made,  and  shall  make  all  required 
reports  to  the  proper  officers. 

3rd — The  Assistant  Teachers  shall  form  the  "Advisory- 
Board"'  of  the  Principal,  and  their  opinion  shall,  at  all  times,  be 
treated  with  respect.  In  the  absence  of  the  Principal,  the  first 
Assistant  shall  act  as  Principal. 

4th— Each  Professor  and  Teacher  shall  be  held  responsible  for 
the  conduct  and  progress  of  the  pupils  undqi'  his  immediate 
instruction,  and  shall  require  strict  obedience  to  the  Rules  and 
Regulations-  at  all  times. 

5th — The  Faculty  shall  have  the  care,  government  and  in- 
struction of  the  pupils,  under  the  Rules  and  Regulations;  they 
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shall  devote  their  time  to  their  dnties,  and  engage  in  no  busi- 
ness tiiat  will  impair  their  faithful  performance  thereof ;  bat  the 
Principal  or  any  Teacher  shall  collect  tuition  fees,  when 
required  to  do  so  by  the  Treasurer  and  Executive  Committee. 

6th — The  Principal  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the 
beo^innino-  of  the  School  Year,  make  out  classification  of  the 
pupils,  according  to  their  respective  studies,  and  in  due  season, 
publish  the  same  in  a  catalogue,  with  such  other  general  in- 
formation and  announcements  pertaining  to  the  school,  as  may 
be  of  public  interest. 
J  He  shall  also  furnish  to  the  Regents,  a  list  of  the  candidates 
s|  for  graduation  designating  the  paying  from  the  non-paying 
s  i  pupils,  and  giving  the  age  and  grade  of  standing  of  each  candi- 
;  ;  date,  with  the  nanies  of  the  studies  in  which  they  have  been 
j  I  examined. 

^  \  Ith — The  Principal  of  each  Normal  School  shall  have  full 
S  -power  to  regulate  the  social  intercourse  between  the  young 
!  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  the  School  in  such  way  as  he  may  deem 
!    best  for  the  interest  of  the  school  and  the  parties  concerned. 

5  The  Principal  shall  see  that  a  record  is  kept  of  the  monthly 

i  and  term  class  standing  of  each  pupil.

Duties  of  Executive  Committee. 

1st — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  ex- 
ercise proper  care  over  the  buildings,  grounds  and  property  of 
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the  school;  keep  them  in  good  repair,  prevent  all  damages,  and 
demand  indemnity  for  the  same;  see  that  school-rooms  are 
properly  warmed,  ventilated  and  kept  clean  and  comfortal)le. 

2d — They  shall  audit  all  accounts  against  the  school,  deter- 
mine all  matter  of  expenditure  not  provided  for  l)y  law  or 
otherwise,  and,  in  all  emergencies,  exercise  such  executiv^e 
authority  in  the  absence  of  the  Regents  as  the  law  permits, 
and  order  the  payment  of  expenditures  as  they  occur,  from 
moneys  received  from  the  State  or  on  account  of  tuition,  and 
incidental  fees. 

3rd — They  shall  elect  from  their  own  body  a  Secretary  and 
Treasurer. 

i 

4th — The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  committee;  shall  enter  therein  all  moneys  received  by 
the  Treasurer  or  Executive  Committee,  and  at  all  times  subject 
his  record  for  examination  by  the  Faculty,  the  Executive 
Committee,  or  the  Board  of  Regents. 

5th — The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  money  drawn  by  the 
Executive  Committee  from  the  State  0r  derived  from  tuition 
and  incidental  fees,  pay  it  out  by  order  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  report  to  the  Board  of  Regents  at  the  close  of  the 
school  year;  he  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  designate  the  Principal  or;other  Teachers,  as  Col- 
lector of  the  tuition  and  incidental  fees,  but  such  Collector 
shall  pay  the  same  over  to  the  Treasurer  as  received,  and  take 
his  receipt  therefor. 

7th — The  Executive  Committee  shall  visit  the  school  from 
time  to  time,  note  the  progress  of  the  pupilsf  their  conduct, 
the  modes  of  instruction,  and  inspect  the  buildings,  furniture 
and  fittings. 

8th — The  Executive  Committee  shall  prepare  and  present  to 
the  Board  of  Regents  at  their  annual  visit,  a  report  showing  in 
detail  the  amount  received  from  all  sources  and  the  amount  dis- 
bursed for  all  -  purposes  ])y  them  during  the  year,  with  such 
other  information  as  will  show  the  operations,  condition  and 
wants  of  the  school.
